Rampant use of surface and 
ground water resulted in depleting water 
levels. Large lakes dried up forcing use of 
deep bore wells for extracting water. Jal 
Jeevan Hai Campaign this year focused on 
making villagers aware about the need to 
inculcate better water use habits and learn 
to care for the scarce resource.

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Chitrakoot 


Water is scarce in Chitrakoot as rains fall 
and disappear in minutes. The wells have 
dried and check dams have no water to 
show. Migration to urban centres like Delhi, 
Lucknow , Bhopal is the prominent activity in 
the district. Jal Jeevan hai campaign this 
year has focused on educating the villagers 
about the need to indulge in Shramdaan 
for. catching the rain where it falls. 














Kaushambi 


Kaushambi has recently been bifurcated 
from Allahabad and straightway is facing 
water scarcity due to unmindful exploitation 
of ground water. Helped by “Jal doots" the 
villagers have taken upon themselves to 
construct soak pits for every hand pump. 
Soak pits are likely to help in addressing the 
depleting ground level of Water. The 
villagers were also educated about rain 
water harvesting techniques and various 
water conservation processes. 
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Sonbhadra 


Jawaharlal Nehru described Sonbhadra as 
Switzerland of India, whiled dedicating the 
Govind Ballav Pant hyde! power project to 
the nation, Sonbhadra presently is home to 
host of large industries which utilizes almost 
all the water available in its rivers leaving the 
land parched and dry. 800 villages in 
Sonbhadra was. chosen for the Water 
campaign 2017. Whether awareness 
generation about water, village water 
resource mapping and Jal Samvad will 
usher in a change. Only time will tell, a 
beginning has however been made.
